E. PL Taylor, Jr. & Sons won 
their suit, in the Court of Ap- 
peals, against Mr. .Marion K. Tay- 
lor (and the late firm of Wright 
A- Taylor), of Louisville. 

For many years this concern 
has been selling whisky under the 

brand of "Old Taylor, and repre- 
senting that it was straight goods, 
when in truth it was a blend (and 
they were also representing them- 
selves as distillers, wiien in fact 
they never owned a distillery). 

Of course they were thus able to 
sell their goods for less money 
than the real ' Old Taylor" could 
be sold for. 

Messrs. B. H. Taylor, Jr. & 
Sons sued out an injunction to re- 
strain these parties from repre- 
senting their goods as genuine 
"Old Taylor"' and for damages for 
an infringement of their trade- 
mark, which (Taylor & Sons) had 
labored so successfully to put on 
the market and which was so val- 
uable. 

They also prayed the court for 
an accounting of profits realized 
by the Infringement 

In the lower court Messrs. Tay- 
lor & Sons were defeated, but, 
upon appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals, Chief Justice Hudson 
handed down the decision whieh 
gives them the relief asked, and 
directs the proper steps for them 
to take in order to the proper ac- 
counting for damages ami profits.

THE RECORD" OF CONGRESS 
ON IRRIGATION, PORES- 
TRY AND LAND 
LAW REFORM. 

What has Oongrera done tliis 
winter in tbo forestry and irriga- 
tion mum? I > i < 1 it do anything 
of importance in either, 01 011 the 
public land question? Nothing 
m any tenie spectacular, bnt yet 
Beveral thing* of very ooniider- 
able importance, and lurtbermoiV 
it refuted to do leveral very bad 
things which were strongly urged 
upon it. 

After ■ long struggle of vein 
the law was passed consolidating 
all of the forestry work of the 

government into one bniean in 
the Department of Agriculture; 
this in place of having it split up 
among wdm fits various branehei 
in different departments. This 
gives over 00 million aotei of For- 
est Reserve into the eare of the 
Forestry Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture with ade- 
quate authority t » fairly protect 
the forests, allow fol the cutting 
and sale of ripe timber, and with 
power to arrest trespassers, etc. I 
SUPPORTING THE RECLAMA- 
TION SERVICE. 
Several small bills desired by 
the Reclamation Service to more 
fully carry out the irrigation law 
were considered and readilv passed | 
by Congress, such as the bill to 
allow the proceeds from the sales 

of the vast amount of partly used 
supplies, at the end of each sea- 
son, to go back into the' 'reclame* 
tion fund." instead of into the 
Treasury, thus keeping the fund 
intact, and operating as an incen- 
tive to the engineers to take care 
of their property and realize the 
most out of it. 

The really great legislation of 
the session, however, was the re- 
peal of the forest reserve lieu 
selection law. thus preventing the

served DODmineral public land. 
FIRST LONG STEP IX LAM)

land law reform and does sway 
with one of the most notorious 
and & undo loin forms of fraud 
and graft under the fed- 
eral laud laws. Under this law 
enorm.'us losses have been put 
upon the government, the right to I are, and 
select t hese lieu lands having been remain 
transf rable and resulting in the 
relinquishment during the past 
few years of several million acres 
of comparatively worthless rail- 
road grant and other lands in- 
cluded within for.. >t reserves, and 
the selection in their place of 
equal areas of the finest timber 
lands in the northwest. 

OUTRAGEOUS FRAUDS PER- 
PETRATED. 
Denuded slopes not worth 50 
cents an acre, or bare mountain 
sides, acquired under other land 
laws at a nominal figure simply 
for the purpose of exchange, have 
been relinquished and lieu selec- 
tions made, worth, according to 
the highest official and expert au- 
thority's, |60 and even $100 an 
acre.

This proposed legislation was 
Considered especially unwise just 

at this time when the Department 
of Agriculture is every year bring- 
ing into the possibilities of profit* 
si be cultivation millions of acres 
of the seini-urid lands, where it 
WSS proposed to apply these laws, 
through tho introduction from 
abroad of drouth resistant plants 
and desert ipseies of grain and 
fodder, and by new and improved 
methods for farming dry lands. 
Moreover, the Commission has 
worked out a plan of range con- 
trol and gra/mg permits which 
gives the real settier all asked for 
under the (540 acre measures and 
yet avoids the danger of the ab- 
sorption of the land into large 
cattle holdings, hut allows ample 
time and scope for thp "dry farm- 
ing" reclamation work of the De- 
partment of Argioulture. 

••All in all," remarked a prom- 
inent advocate of both irrigation 
and forestry, a man in high 
official life, "very much indeed 
has been accomplished in this 
Congress, the result of hard pre- 
vious work. Now we have this 
report of the President's Commis- 
sion, outlining a comprehensive 
policy for the treatment of the] 
entire irrigation, forestry and 
public land questions and we can 
all stand on this report and 1 be- 
lieve get its provisions through 
the next Congress. The time is 
ripe, the country is awake and the 
men are here." 

WORK AHEAD FOR CON- 
GRESS. 

The things to be done, men- 
tioned in the report, are the re- 
peal of the notorious timber and 
stone act with the substitution of 
method of stum page sale by the 
government, the public timber 
land to remain in the government, 
thus insuring reforestation and , 
protection to the water supply: 
the very radical amendment of 
the fraud-making desert land law 
and the commutation clause ofl 
the homestead law, requiring in] 
both cases actual residence of the i 
settler and insuring real home-, 
making. All three of these laws, 
as stated in the report, have been, 
ill be, so long as they 
i the statute book, in- 
struments of fraud, perjury, and 
great loss to the government and 
the nation. They stand as a con- 
tinual menace not only to a broad 
forestry policy, but to the very 
existence of the national irriga- 
tion idea and are fast bringing 
about a condition of absolute 
land monopoly in the west.
